MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 11.—Harry 


Hayward, the murderer of Catharine 
Ging, proved a hardened criminal to the 
last moment of his death thia morning. 
He showed wonderful nerve, talking with 
the officials and attendants to the last 
moment as airily as if he were embarking 
on a pleasure trip. He ate a hearty meal 
at midnight and made his toilet with the 
utmost freedom from nervousness. 


At 1 o'clock Father Timothy of the east 


side and Rev. William Wilkinson visited 
him. Upon returning from the cell they 
reported there was practically nothing of 
a religious nature discussed by them, al- 
though Heywood said that he forgave all 
his enemies and thanked the clergymen 
for coming. The ministers did not pray 
with him, nor did he seem to want them 
to do so. 


Addressing a group of persons below 


the corridor of the jail he cried out: 


"When Harry Hayward is hung his ghost 
will turn around and say it is ashamed of 
his body. If there are any newspaper 
men down there put that in or you will 
feel cold, clammy hands down the back 
of your neck and you'll know what that 
means. It means that Harry Hayward's 
ghost has returned to see that you do it.1' 


On the march to the gallows Hayward 


walked firmly, with head erect. 
He 


yelled. "Three cheers for Harry Hay- 
ward," and somebody responded faintly. 
On the gallows Hayward said, "People 
think I am a kind of devil and ii they 
knew my past life they would be well 
aware of that fact." 


He addressed some of those present 


while on the gallows in a nonchalant man- 
ner, and with perfect control of his nerves 
he declared he forgave everybody and 
expressed his respect for the clergymen, 
but said he was not interested in religion. 
"I promised my attorney," he continued, 
"that I would say this short prayer on the 
scaffold: '0 Lord, for Christ's sake for- 
give me of my sins.' Megardon, go ahead.', 


Deputy Megardon then proceeded to 


adjust straps about Hayward's body He 
placed the noose about the neck and 
pulled the black cap down over his eyes. 
While these preparations were going on, 
Hayward kept a running fire of comments 
and suggestions to Deputy Megardon. 
As the latter drew the rope tight about 
Hayward's neck, the murderer said, "Pull 
it tight. I die pat. Good-bye, Dr. Bur- 
ton." 


At just 2.09 o'clock this morning the 


drop fell, 
and 
Hayward's body shot 


through the trap door. He fell six feet, 
and died instantaneously, his neck being 
dislocated.

INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE ROAD. 


It Is Very .Thoroughly Built. Cars Run 


Smoothly 
on Hie Heavy Rails. 


, Doing a Good Business. An 


Important Enterprise. 


The opening of the electric railroad be- 


tween this town and Williamstown has 
been brought about so gradually as to at- 
tract comparatively little attention ex- 
cept from those living along the line, and 
yet it is an event worthy of more than 
passing notice, for it means a great deal 
to towns at either end of the line and the 
villages lying between. It is not easy to 
estimate the value of such a convenience 
to the people who will be served by the 
road, or what it •will mean every year to 
the merchants of North Ad, '•, 
The 


completion of the road is welcomei 
all 


classes, who realize that it is a very de- 
cided and important addition to the pro- 
gressive forces of the Hoosac valley. 
The length of the road from Holden street 
to the end of the line in Williamstown is 
30,200 feet, or a little less than six miles. 
The laying of rails was begun on the 23d 
of August and all the work was done by 
the day. The surveys were made by 
Engineer Frank B. Locke of this town. 
The track is well and firmly built, the 
rails being of the T pattern and weighing 
fifty-six pounds to the yard. This is a 
heavy weight for a street railroad, and 
over these rails the cars run very 
smoothly. The first cars were run Novem- 
ber 16, but for about a week they ran to 
Braytonville only. 
Then the run was 


extended to Blackinton, to which point 
they ran regularly til} Monday afternoon, 
when they commenced running to Wil- 
liamstown, much to the satisfaction of the 
people at that end of1 the line. As will be 
seen by the time-table in another column, 
the accommodations for the people at 
each 
end 
of 
" the 
line 
and 


those of the 
intermediate 
villages, 


are very complete. The cars would have 
been running to Williamstown several 
days sooner if it had not been for a break- 
down at the power station Thanksgiving 
day. A No.OOOO feeder wire is strung nearly 
the whole length of the line and the work 
will be completed in a short time. This 
is to insure an abundant supply of power 
at all times. 


The cars were made by the Jackson & 


Sharp company of Wilmington, Delaware, 
the motors by the General Electric com- 
pacy of i-ichenectady, N. Y., and the 
trucks by the Taylor Electric Truck com- 
pany of Troy, N. Y. Tha trucks and 
motors were shipped to Wilmington, 
where the parts were put together, and 
then the cars were shipped complete to 
this town. Eight were bought, four for 
the Adams line and four for the Williams- 
town lice, and they are as good cars in till 
respects as are run on any road. They 
are heated by electricity, the heaters be- 
ing from the establishment of the Consol- 
idated Car Heating eompa-ny of Albany. 


The fare is five cents to Blaekinton and 


ten cents to Williamstown. The single 
fare going^we'st carries one to the bridge 
west of Blacfcinton village",>and coming 
east it is good from Williamstown to the 
road leading from the back road to Grey- 
lock village. Owing to heavy grades on 
some parts of the road, where it is unde- 
sirable to stop the cars, signs reading, 
'Cars stop here," have been put up at 
convenient points which will be used as 
stations where passengers will be taken 
aboard and let off. This will be bettor 
than stopping the cars on the heavy 
grades and will save time and better ac- 
commodate all patrons of the road. 


The business of the road has been good 


from the start and is sure to increase as 
time goes on. It is generally predicted 
that it will pay better than the Adams 
line, for the reason that there is more 
population along the line, and also because 
the attractions are such that a large por- 
tion of the pleasure travel in summer will 
go that way. 


The company will soon place an order 


for eight open cars for summer use.

A small boy rushed into Dr. Bushnell's 


office on Union street Monday evening at 
11 o'clock and, after making the alarming 
announcement that his mother, father, 
sister and brother were dying, dashed 
away again without further particulars. 


Dr. Bushnell knew the youngster and 


started at once for the home of Samuel 
Pelletrer, 28 Willow Dell.

The mother ate more of the 
jiscuits than the others, and three mem- 
bers of the family did not eat any. After 
four hours, in which time the food was di- 
rested, the first signs of anything out of 
;he way were noticed. The four who had 
eaten the biscuits were seized with cramps 
n their stomachs and vomited freely. Dr- 
Sushnell's arrival was very timely and 
;he afflicted ones were made as comfort- 
able as their stomachs would permit. 
Mrs. 
Pelletier and her little girl were the 


worst sufferers and their safety is not 
yet assured. The father and the boy 
were all right this forenoon. 


The contents of the can first taken down 


was arsenic which had been left there by 
a family which had but recently moved 
out. Had another spoonful of the arsenic 
jeen used, these cases would in all proba- 
oility, have called for the presence of a 
medical examiner.

"EPH" 
WILLIAMS HAD TO WALK- 


WE DON'T. 


There occurred in this town the other 


morning an event of more importance than 
many which North Adams has oft times 
signalized with the booming of guns and 
the glare of lights. Yet few paid much 
attention to the passing incident in the 
rush and hurry of our little city's activity. 
It was only one more advancing step in 
our growth—just a common experience 
in the life of many towns in these new 
days. 


For hundreds of years Lo Mohawk, his 


relatives and tribesmen, had to walk be- 
tween Williamstown and Nort h Adams 
(though then names were not on the map 
then). And when Lo got back from scalp- 
ing his Atlantic coast friends, if he did 
get back, be had to walk from North Ad- 
ams to Williamstown, and could not even 
take the steam cars there for Saratoga 
and the head waters of the Hudson,where 
he had his residence. 


The case was not different with the 


good early Dutch settlers over Hoosick 
Falls way, or the Canadian Frenchmen, 
when they would get up their little shoot- 
ing parties to come over this way and 
pick off a few of our forefathers and build 
bonfires of their ricks and barns. They 
had to walk for their fun, as did Lo. 


Our honored Ephraim Williams found 


no better accommodations than his own 
legs or the slow oxen's. His little band at 
Fort Massachusetts never caught the ev- 
ery-half-hoar electric for Williamstown or 
North Adam*. 


And this is what we are coming to—the 


opening of the electric road through to 
Williamstown. 
It means a good deal 


more than we have stopped to think 
about. 


It makes the communities of Williams- 


towo, Blackinton, Greylock and North 
Adams practically one—quite as much so 
as North and South Boston are one, or as 
the Battery and Fifth avenue are ot one 
city in New Vork. 


It has in reality, added several thousand 


people to North Adams. 
It is not un~ 


likely that it has given North Adams its 
resident suburbs, especially as this town 
has stubbornly refused to grow toward 
Adams along the other electric line. 


The completion of the new electric road 


has opened new social and commercial 
relations with the towns touched. Noth- 
ing more powerfully effects social and 
business relations than frequent, rapid 
and cheap communication between com- 
munities. The new electric line is a life ar- 
tery in the business body of North Adams. 


That first car marked Williamstown 


meant a good deal. Through all the 
years—till electric travel becomes anti- 
in the presence of the flying machine and 
aerial "rail" road—the Williamatown- 
North Adams electric road will play a 
large part in our business, social and 
recreative life. Where Eph. Williams had 
to walk soberly to North Adams, his sons 
in '96, '97, '98, '99, etc., can ride every 
half hour, The ox trail has given way to 
the trolley wire, the steam car has lost its 
omnipotence for five miles ot the Fitch- 
burg system, and those who once walked 
and carried will learn how much better it 
is to ride and have their burdens, borne 
for them. A new and important factor 
has come into our midst. 


AMUSEMENTS IN OUR CITY. 


From being what was familiarly known 


among the professionals as "a good show 
town"' for almost anything that might 
happen to blow in upon us, from the 
"Bialto" or from the road, we have grown 
into a city that demands from managers 
the best they can provide in the way of 
amusements. 
The improvement in the 


quality of theatrical and musical enter- 
tainments provided at our best places of 
amusement has been especially noticeable 
withuuthe past two or three years. 


This desirable result has not been oc- 


casioned by any very marked improve- 
ment in the opportunities oQ'ered here 
for producing important plays, in the way 
of perfectly arranged or folly equipped 
auditoriums or stages. In fact, it has 
been accomplished in the face of great 
disadvantages In these respects. We have 
not yet the opora house here that can 
fully satisfy an enterprising manager, or 
that would of itself naturally draw to us 
the best theatrical talent, and yet we 
have recently been favored with talent o! 
an exceptionally high orde. and a class 
of entertainments that can seldom be en- 
Joyed outside of our large cities. 


The enterprise of the Father Mathew 


society, by turning their hall into the 
Columbia opera house has provided the 
best thing the society could in the way of 
• theatre under the circumstances, bat it 
by no means affords such advantages as 
• manager needs to demonstrate what he 
really can do when the right opportuni 
ties are afforded him. Fortunately the 
management of this opera house has been 
in good hands from the start. William P. 
Meade, who has been its manager since 
its opening, though a young man is a 
natural manager and has shown an enter- 
prise and taste in catering to the wants of 
our amusement-loving public that are not 
only commendable but would be even 
remarkable in one more experienced in 
this perplexing occupation. 


This is big second season In theatrical 


management, and though the season is 
•nly well under way he has already given 
W inch fmportant attractions as "Faust, 


"Virglnius," "1492," "Old" Laverder" and 
"Friends" and has brought here eminent 
stars like Otis Skinner, Ed. Harrigan and 
James O'Neill. In a single week, the cur- 
rent one, he provides two such exception- 
ally strong and popular metropolitan 
plays as "Friends" and "Sowing the 
Wind." A feature of Mr. Meade's man- 
agement is his faculty of obtaining lead- 
ing stars in their best pieces, as was shown 
in "Virginins" and in "Old Lavender.'' 
The ordinary manager would have wanted 
Harrigan, for financial reasons, in one of 
his noisiest, most humorous pieces, where- 
as "Ol<?. Lavender" is one of his quietest 
but decidedly his most artistic product'o.i, 
and one that appeals to a higher uiste 
than any of his famous Mulligan series. 


The theatre is one of the prominent in- 


stitutions of a city. While entertaining it 
may do so in either elevating or lowering 
directions, depending much upon the 
management. A city is fortunate in this 
respect which can see that the qur''ty of 
ts amusements is improving in such a 
marked way as is apparent here. This is 
one of our many institutions that we vant 
to have as creditable to us as possible, and 
any enterprising effort which tends to 
give our public reason for favorably re- 
{arding our pleasure-giving local stage is 
worthy of encouragement. 


Chicago was never in the light for the 


Republican convention city. Her highest 
vote was only nine in a total of fifty-one. 
'Frisco led for three of the five ballots, 
then St. Louis jumped in this way, eigh- 
teen, twenty-two to twenty-nine and won. 
This is all right. St. Louis is a Bepubli 
can city in a Democratic land, and he- 
sturdy loyalty deserves her victory. She 
took some of the wind out of the windy 
city's sails yesterday. 


Mr. Bayard will have been taught a 


lesson by Mr. Barrett's resolution of im- 
peachment passed yesterday in the house. 
It is all right for Republicans and Demo- 
crats to disagree vigorously at home—it is 
a healthy sign. But abroad we are all 
Americans. The government is ours, 
whether it be Democratic or Republican, 
and it should not be insulted before for- 
eigners by any of us, and last of all by a 
foreign ambassador. 


As once the cry was "All's quiet o"n the 


Potomac," so in North Adams, "All's 
quiet on city elections." This quietness 
does not come of a lack of interest, how- 
ever. It comes of a settled resolution of 
the voter to think out the best men and 
vote for them. 
Pronounced personal 


views may come later in the week. It 
will be strange if they do not. 


Senator Cameron of Pennsylvania is 


about to retire from public life and from 
the United States senate. It is high time. 
A man who has lived in an eastern state 
till he is old and gray and yet doesn't 
know more than to be shouting free silver 
will never know more. His case is hope- 
less and he had better be off the stage. 


The people of North Adams are not 


getting excited in the matter of city elec- 
tions. They are quietly determined to 
vote for the best men, sticking to their 
party nominations so far as they consis- 
tently can. 


Boston is unworthy of her baked beans. 


She is the first city in the commonwealth 
to cease floating on the crest of the Re- 
publican wave. 
Pittsfield can shame 


Boston at present. Still, Josiah Quincy 
has some good qualities even if his politics 
are bad. 


June 16, 1896, the Republican national

Murderer Harry llayward. 


Hanged For the Murder of 


Catherine G-ing. 


Sequel to a Tragedy Which Startled the Whole 


'United Stales.

rnost nonchalance Harry Hayward walked 
to the gallows early this morning and 
was launched into'cteruity for the murder 
o£ Catherine Ging, thus ending one of tho 
most sensational tragedies in tho history 
of the northwest.

Haywnrd's swell dinner, the "last sup- 


per," us lie profanely expressed it, was 
served according to his desire, shortly af- 
ter 10 o'clock last eight, and he partook of 
it with apparent relish. 


During the evening Hayward held a 


lengthy conversation with his attendants, 
and laughed ami joked on tho subject of 
his approaching execution. 


It being his last night, he was allowed 


quite a privilege and was continually sur- 
rounded by friends. lie was gay and 
jovial all tho time. 
He passed cigars 


around freely and t\lked abput his great 
meal. Tlie toast he proposed at his dinner 
•was: '-Here's to the girl who loves me, 
and to the girls whom I love."

On the evening of Dec. 3, 1894, a littls 


after 8 o'clock, 'the dead body of Miss 
Catherine Ging;'(a well-known dressmaker 
of this city, was. found lytw by the side 
of the lonely road that skirts Lake Cal- 
houn, ono of the! favored summer drives, 
but less used -in"December. An hour be- 
fore, she had taken from tho Goodman 
stables a buggy and what has now become 
famous as the "buckskin" horse, and had 
driven away, unaccompanied. 


Soon after 8 o'clock her dead body was 


found, and at about the same time the 
horse came trotting into the stable alone 
and with no indications of having run 
»way. At first it had been thought that 
there had been a fatal runaway. The bat- 
tered condition of the head seemed to 
point that way^ but the coroner soon 
found a bullet, wound in tho back of the 
head, and it became a qu«nHon of murder 
or suicide. 


Harry Hayward's first appearance in the 


matter WHS at midnight on the night of 
the murder, when he came to police head- 
quarters and expressed his belief that the 
woman had been murdered, explaining 
that ho believed that 16 was the scheme of 
some unknown person to "do" him out of 
sev«ral thousands of insurance money 
from policies Miss Ging had assigned to 
him as security for loans. 


ASSY A. BATWABD. 


Owing to his close friendship for the 


woman, Harry was closeted with the offi- 
cers, under the direction of Mayor Enstis, 
for 13 hours, and during that time was 
subjected to a terrible inquisition, without 
food or rest. After 20 hours in custody ho 
was released, .the officers being unable to 
get anything 1ram him that would seem 
to connect h,im in any way with the 
crime. 


The second day after the murder came

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The Brotherhood 


of Tailors and contractors of this city and 
vicinity nre again at odds, and strikes 
may be ordered which will involve all the 
tailors in tho brotherhood, similar to 
those which existed early last sumrnor, 
involving about 30,000 people. The fight 
opened in Brooklyn yesterday, 200 tailors 
being locked out at the shops of nine con- 
tractors. The contractors claim that it is 
simply a stopping of work on account of 
the exigencies of trade.
